The body of an unknown man was 
found last night in the p ool of water 
under the iron bridge, just east of the 
race bridge on East Second street. 
Yesterday evening about five o’clock, 
John Bell, (“ Hot Stuff” ) was making 
a “ m ulligan” in the W. A. Jones 
held, and hap p ened up to the p ool of 
water, and saw what he believed to 
be the body of a man in the water un­ 
der the'bridge. 
Hefsounded an’alarm 
and four or fivoTp eop le hurried to the 
p lace, but it being dark they could not 
discern 
whether the object]! in the 
Water was a body or not, and discred­ 
iting Bell’s 
story, they 
concluded 
that it was only a snag, and disgust­ 
ed, left the p lace. 
Officer Pea and 
several other p arties made an unsuc­ 
cessful attemp t to learn if it was 
really the body of a drowned man, 
and before another half hour, the mat­ 
ter grew into [a joke, anil everyone 
left fully convinced that it was a hoax . 
A rep resentative of this p ap er went 
to the p lace, and being unable to as­ 
certain as to]whether the dark object 
floating in the p ond was a body, tossed 
several stones at it., to determine if 
it was a snag or log,*anil was horrifioil 
to hear a dull thud when a stone- 
struck it. 
Again another crowd was summon­ 
ed, ami for over forty minutes they 
deliberated on the best way of getting 
near the object. 
A boat was finally se­ 
cured at the p ower house, and carried 
across the field to the p ond. 
Ambrose 
Newhouse and Joe Stairs, of Conners- 
ville, p ut off in it, and coming up on 
the darkened object hollowed that it 
was a dead body, and some 'one veiled 
“ Bring him on 
in ,” and Ambrose 
grabbed hold of the unfortunate man's 
coat collar, while Stairs p addled the 
boat, and they brought him ashore He 
was dragged out on the bank and it 
was thought at first tthat he was a 
colored man, but it develop ed that his 
face had become dark from ex p osure, 
and his body was in a decomp osed 
condition. 
He was evidently drowned 
several days ago. 
Coroner Coleman 
was called and the bodv was taken to 
the 
undertaking 
establishment 
of 
George O. Wyatt «% Co. 
The man was. in all p robability a 
laborer,for lie wore two p airs of over­ 
alls, a black shirt and an old coat. 
Two bars of soap were found in his 
inside coat p ocket, thirty-five cents iu 
money, ami a cigar ticket. 
He |was 
evidently about thirty years of age, 
and had dark brown eyes, dark hair, 
fair skin, dark brown mustache and 
about a three days* growth of beard on 
Ids face. 
He was a medium sized built 
mau, but his face and body were swol­ 
len from lying in the water 
At first 
it was thought that he was a Hun 
yak,” for three camp s are located in 
the adjoining field, but a rep resenta- 
tivo[of this p ap er called at the camp s 
late last night, awakened the laborer?, 
and together with the Boss Hunyak, 
counted all of the men. and it was 
found that ail were in their bunks. 
Some p arties claim that the man was 
emp loyed 
with the 
dog and p ony

The body will be held for a short time 
for identification, when it wiill be 
buried in the county’s p lot in East 
Hill cemetery.

The nex t legislature is ex p ected to 
enact several new laws as a result of

charties and correction 
conference held in Muneie and which 
Prof. Fitzgibbon, Lieut.

dent of any county is sentenced to 
serve time iu jail he is sent to the 
work house and 
the 
county from 
which he came p ays his p er diem. 
Under that law the men who make a 
p ractice of getting into the county 
ail would receive a rather hard jolt, 
because instead of 
being sentenced 
there to simp ly lay out their time 
where it is nice 
and 
warm, they 
would be sent to the workhouse 'and 
required to do hard manual labor. 
The only p risoner who would remain 
jail 
would 
be those 
who were 
awaiting trial in circuit or justice 
courts and those’who were being held 
¡tending investigations. 
Most of the p eop le at the Muncie 
meeting favored the p rop osed law be­ 
cause they think it would have a ten­ 
dency to p ut a stop to the class of 
p eop le who simp ly get into jail on 
charges of drunk and the like because 
they want a warm p lace to stay iu the 
winter time.

More People Hurt on Electric Than on 


Steam Roads. 


Indianapolis. Ind.. October 29.—The 
number of persons injured on electric 
railroads in the state of Indiana dur­ 
ing the year ending June HO, 1906, ex­ 
ceeds the number hurt on steam roads 
in the same period by 817. according 
to the figures compiled by State Sta­ 
tistician 
Joseph 
IL 
Stubbs 
The 
number killed on steam roads is. how­ 
ever, much in excess of the number 
who lost their lives on electric roads. 
Twenty-two hundred and four passen­ 
gers were injured on electric roads. 
while only 282 employes were hurt 
during the year. This is due, it is sug­ 
gested. to the fact that the public at 
large is ignorant of the danger lurk­ 
ing in electricity, 
Of the passengers 
injured. 1.954 were hurt through their 
own carelessness, while only 250 were 
injured from causes beyond their con­ 
trol. 
Carelessness caused the death 
of eleven passengers and seven em­ 
ployes. 
Thirty-four persons, however, 
were killed in crossing a< < idents and 
from live wires, all but two of them be­ 
ing responsible for their own deaths. 
Fifty-six employes were injured acci­ 
dentally while 226 were hurt through 
earelessn* ss. 
Of Injured persons not 
employes or passengers, but who were 
struck by < ars or burned by live wires 
2,243 were themselves responsible arui 
only fwenty-thrce were hurt through 
causes beyond their control.

Atlantic City, N. J-, O ct 29.—A rail­ 
road accident that was even worse 
than the Meadow wreck of July SO, 
1896, sent about eighty people to a 
sudden death Sunday afternoon, catch­ 
ing them like rats in a trap. 
The 
c a r s . of the electric 
train of the 
West Jersey & Seashore railroad lines 
due there at 2:30. jumped the track 
on the trestle bridge over “The Thor­ 
oughfare” and before anyone could 
get out, they were hurled to a watery 
grave. 
The trestle is about fifteen 
feet above the water and the drop to 
the water required several seconds, 
giving time for the passengers, men. 
women and children, to see and cal­ 
culate their fate. 
The entire city was thrown into a 
state of excitement as the news reach­ 
ed town. 
Fully 5.000 people crowded 
the Meadows aud the trestle, many 
relatives and friends crying out in 
despair, asking for loved ones. 
Chief 
of Police Maxwell had a cordon of po­ 
lice swung around the death circle, 
and Chief Black of the fire department 
called out his men on an emergency 
call and made them police temporary. 
The wrecking train was quickly put 
at work trying to hoist the submerged 
cars from the water. 
The accident 
was due to a rail “turning in.” It ap­ 
pears that the rail, which was an out­ 
side one on the right ham! side com­ 
ing down, must have been out of 
plumb about an eighth of an inch. The 
sharp flange of the electric caught this 
and twisted It Inward. 
Had it spread 
Instead of twisting inward, the acci­ 
dent "never 
would 
have 
happened. 
This twist threw the first car off the 
track and into the water 
The result 
was that the second and third cars 
were dragged with It. and while the 
third car was descending the rear por­ 
tion struck a piece of the abutment, 
hting for a short time and then slid 
into the water. 
But this brief stop 
saved several lives. 
A number of 
men and a few women leaped out Of 
windows and the rear door. either into 
the water or caught hold of a post and 
were rescued. It was stated that fully 
eighty to a hundred passengers were 
aboard, mostly all crowded into the 
first and second cars 
These were 
entombed. 
Among 
the 
passengers 
were twenty men of the Royal Artil 
lery hand who were on their way here 
from Philadelphia. 
When the rear car of 
the train 
caught on the abutment of the bridge, 
where it hung poised for a minute, 
there was a frantic rush of the pas­ 
sengers for the rear door. 
Probably 
a score or more got out and as the 
car plunged over the edge, others 
leaped into the water. 
The last car 
that went over the bridge fell upon 
the others and slowly slid off into the 
water. 
The moment's delay, however, 
gave several passengers the opportu­ 
nity to leap into the water before the 
car w as finally submerged. 
Motorman Scott stuck to his post 
and went down with his train. 
Con­ 
ductor 
Curtis 
also 
perished. 
The 
third 
trainman. 
Brakeman 
Wood, 
proved himself a hero. 
When the 
train left the rails and was humping 
over the ties Wood ran to the rear 
door of the last car. threw it wide 
open and held It for the passengers to 
escape. 
He held the door open until 
the car slid off the bridge and went 
Into the water with it 
He then swam 
to the shore 
His action in holding 
the door open probably saved many 
lives 
When the third car dropped into the 
water Henry Roomer was in the aet 
of crawling from a window 
Freeing 
himselt with an effort and being a 
strong swimmer. Roomer set about to 
help others 
Swimming along the 
side of the fast sinking car. he kicked 
out the glass ami thus gave several 
passengers aa opportunity to escape. 
One man was caught in a window and 
was drowned before he could extricate 
himself. 
The 
accident 
was 
witnessed 
by 
many people and rescue work was 
prompt. 
Strong swimmers endeavor­ 
ed to dive to the submerged cars in 
search of bodies, but so strong was 
the tide that they were forced to de­ 
sist. 
Professional divers were then 
secured, who donned their armor and 
went down. 
But even they were un­ 
able to do anything against the tide 
that 
swireld 
around 
the 
sunken 
coaches.
